they might execute the Service of Solemnity in the 
Holy Place; to whom Hireanus ſaid, Thou art a 
juſt Man, and often' when thou, haſt prayed, the 
- Lord hath heard thee, pray now therefore unto the 
Lord to deliver Arioba/ns into our hands, and that 
Iſrael may. reſt : Honiauriga anſwered, Am I a 
- God? or able to remove Battels that be ſtirred up for 
many Mens Iniquities.? Thus when he ſeemed to be 
unwilling to pray, Hircanns's Men compelled him, 


pray, thou ſhalt die for it. .'Therefore, as he faw his 
Life in jeopardy, he cried 1into the Lord, O Lord e- 


verlaſting! which hait choſen thy People 7/ae/ourt of. | 
all People, and haſt izt thy Name in his Houſe, may = 
it pleaſe thy Majeſty to plant among the Chiidren of | 


Tſrael Friendſhip and Brotherhood; take away from 
among them this hatred whichis riſen of nothing,and 
let not the one of theſe factions prevail againſt the 0- 
ther, ſeeing they all be thy Servants, and. Children 
of thy Covenant. When the Servants 0 H:rcanus 
heard him fay fo, they ran upon him with their

CHAP.- I. 


| T the ſame time came from Rowe a famous. 

Captain called Popeius to War againſt the 
Country of Armenia: This Pompeins {ent one of his 
chief Men to Damaſco, of whom as Ariſfobulus (thus 
beſieged) had heard, and that an Army of the Ro- 
mans Was Come to Damaſco, he ſent him a preſent of _ 
Four Hindred pound weight in Gold, defiring him 
to remove the Army of the 4r2b;3n; from him, and 
to raiſe the Siege. " 

In thoſe Days all the World obeyed the Romans: 
That Captain therefore writ unto Hartam King of 
Arabia in this wiſe : Dep.zrt from Jeruſalem, if nor, 
thou ſhalt un:er ftand, thou. haft broke thy League with 
the Senate of Rome, and the whole Army of the Ro- 
mans ſhall ſhontly muade thy T.ard. Hartem on the 
Hghe of this Letter, raiſed his fiege, and departed 
Irom Teru{alew;,  Hircanus allo and Antipater depart- 
ed with ſhame and reproach. 

Ariitobulus upon that, gathered a great Power, 
and purſued after them, gave the Arabians and I/- 
raelites that took Hircanns's part, a great Overchrow, 
and after returned to 7erw/alem with great Joy. _ 

Shortly afcer, Pompens Caine tO Damaſco, where 
Aritobulus preiented him with a Vine of Gold, mar- 
vellous artificially wrought. The Roots of the 
Vine, Leaves, Ciufters, and Grapes that were upon it 
were pure Gold, the weight whereof was Five Hun- 
dred pound, Porprins Wes very glad thereot and ſent. 
it tO: Rozwe to the Conſul, And the whole Bench of . 
2 TE the 
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the Senate which was of the Number of Three hun- 
dred and Twenty Senators, wondred at the cunning 
and Wit of him that made it, and with great joy 
they bare it into the Temple of their gods placing 


it inthe preſence of the great Idol Fupiter, 1o called * 


after the Planet Jupiter, 1; | 
 Pompeius writ his Letters to Ariftobulus , with 


reat Thanks and Commendation for the ſame, af- 
Aro him, how both he and the whole Senate Fa- 


youred him, and that he ſhould have a Friend of 
him to ſpeak in his Cauſe as long as he lived. 'Hirca- 
»s hearing of this, was clean daſhed, and indeſpair. 
But Avtipater comforted him, ſaying, Let not the 
Friendſhip that is betwixt Pompeius and thy Brother 
diſmay thee: I will go to him and make him thy 
Friend, Upon that hes went to Pompeius,and perſwa- 
ded his mind to hate AriFobulus and to Favour Hir- 
canus, informing him thus ; If thou (faith he) defend ' 
Hircanus, all 1/rae} will be content to- be under thy 
Pratection, for they love him every Man; but if 
thou defend Ariffobulus, .the People will-not obey 
thee, for they hate him. ! Pompeu charged him that 


no Man ſhould be made privy to their Communica- | 
tion; for I (quoth he) will ſend for 4rifobulus to * 


come to me to Damaſco, and then I will cauſe to 
be laid hands upon him, and deliver him bound to 
his Brother, reitoring. the Kingdom to him.” Ar;- 
Ftozulus upon the ſight of Pompcrns's Letters reſorted 
unto him. FTircanus allo came from the Rock of the 
Wilderneſs ; and as they appcared together before 


Pompeiusz. Artipater defired that he would do Juſtice | 


betwixt Hircanus the King, and -4riffobulys his Bro- 


ther, that rebelled againſt him, and took his King-. 


dom from - him withont cauſe, whaſe Sayings, a

Thouſand of the Elders of Tac ſtood up and wit- 
neſſed to be true : Arifobulus anſwered, I never 
ſtrove with him for the Kingdom until fuch time as 
I ſaw all theſe that made Hircanus King, to run in 
great Obloquy, and to ſuſtain much reproach, bes 
cauſe he was ſo feeble a perſon and of no great wit,'nor 
ſought much the Kingdom, yea, till all Nations that 
were aboat him whoſe Dominions our Progenitors 
Conquered, began now to delpiſe him, to pals lictle 
for offending him, to deny him Tribute for his ſimpli- 
city and mopiſhnefſs, with Jack of courage. 

When Arifobulus: had faid, there ſtood up. a 
great multicude of goodly and beautiful young 
Men, apparelled in Cloath of Hyacinth and Purple, 
with mighty Targets upon them, and other Orna- 
ments n Gold, Cryſtal, and precious. Stones, af 
firming with one accord, That Ariftobalas ſaid the 
Truth : Namely, That Hircanus was not favoured by 
the Kingdom, , At which Pompeizs marvelled, ſaying, 
Happy is this People, having fo many goodly Men 
true in their words, and wile: Happy alſo were 
the Senate of Rome, if they could bring to paſs, 
. that this great Nation might be under their Gover- 
'nance. So he took his Journey to Feru/alew with 
Hircanus, and Ariitobulus. But after Ari5tobulns per- 
ceived Poxpeius ſtood not to the Promiſe he- made 
him at the beginning, orthe Vine, he ſet light by 
him, and fled from him -to Alexandria 1n Egypt, 
whither Pomperus followed with his Hoſt, and beſie- 
oed Alexandria, From thence Ariftobalss fled again 
to Feruſalem, and Pompeins purſued 'him alſo thi- 
ther, writing to Ariſtobulus a Letter of Truce and 
Pardon. So Ar:iftobulus came forth unto him, - 
and Pompeius did him at that time no harm, but de-

mended to be.given unto him all the Veſtels of the 
Houſe of the Lord, which AriFobulus refuſed to do ; 
Pompeius 1n a Tage, cauſed to lay him iaſt in heavy 
Iron-chains, and aflaulted Feruſalem, Battering the 
Walls very ſore, till they of the Town iffued out a- 
gainſt him, and flew of his Hoſt 12000 Men. 
- Aﬀeer this, had the 1/-ae/res civil Wars within Fe- 
'ruſalem, becauſe the Siege was grievous unto them 3 ' 
. for they were divided into Factions : One part faid, - 
let us open the Gates to Pompius and let him in, 
that we may ſubmitour ſelves under his Frote&tion. 
The other ſaid, ler us fight againſt him unto death. 
But much People difliked that, ſo that that fide pre- 
vailed thatwould yield.” Wherefore Pompeius entred. 
the Town, and the Houſe of the Sanctuary, killed 
much People of the Prieſts, and the People of the 
| Land made Hircauns King of IJjrael the lecond time, 
| and Amtipater his Counſellor. Moreover he fct one 
| Securus a Roman, in the Country, ito receive the tri- 
bute, and departed, leading Ari/fobulus with him 
bound in Iron.

Gabianus therefore having gotten ali-the Land of 
Fudea, made Flireanus King of Terulalem now the 
Third time? "Who ſet Roman, Captains and Rulers 
in- Fericho, and in Zephory, and through all the 
Land of Ifrael. 

It fortuned- after this, that Ariftobulus got.out of 
Priſon at Rowe, and came into 1/rae!, ro whom on 
every ſide reforted Men in ſuch ſore; that he had a 
Puiffant Hoſt of Ira) Wherefore when he had 
taken Muſter, he choſe out Eight Fhouſand of the 
beſt, and with them went apainſt Gabianus where 
NH was a fore Battle fought berween them, cill the beſt 
of Ariftobulys's Men were flain, and oniy one hots 
{and letc, wherewith he fled to the Mountains. But 
the Rowens followed the Chaſe, and flew. them e- 
very Man.

ſon, ſpake friendly unto him, gave him a Power and 
made him grand Captain thereof, bidding tiim-go 
and Encounter with Pempeius: Indeed his Army 
was a ſtrong Army and he himſelf a King of no 
{mall Proweſs, and Valiantneſs, Popeius hearing that 
ArifFobulus came againſt him, was ſore atraid of his 
Valiantneſs, and of his Hoſt; wherefore he ſent 
to the Inhabitants of TFeruſalem that were under his 
Obedience, that they ſhould preſent Ariffobu/us with 
ſome Gift, whereby they might deceive him and 
poiſon him. The Inhabitants of Feruſal:m at his 
Requeſt, ſent unto Ariftobulus a Prefent by certain 
' Noble men, whereat Aritobulus was right joyful, 
and did eat and banquet with them, till he was over- 
come. with drink, then they impoiſoned kim, *'and 
he died : The time that he Reigned over T/rael way 
Four Years and Six Months. _ He was a good Man 
of. War, hardy in Fight, and a Man of amiable 
Countenance. 

Pompeius receiving Tidings of his death, the more

Hircanus after this, made 
Pha{elus, * Antipater's Son, Governour- of Feruſalem, 
and Herod his third Son Prefident of Galilee. There 
was 4 certain young Man at that time in Jerufalem 
called Hizkias, a Valiant Man of War, to whom ad- 
hered all ſuch as were in any diſtreſs, and he be- 
came their Captain. Theſe went and ranged about 
in Syria, roving and Murthering in fuch ſort, that 


the Syrians were, weary of their Lives, for fear of. 


them. Wherefore the King of Syria ſent unto 
Herod, Ruler of Galilee, deſiring him to kill that Hz- 
kias and his Complices. Whereupon Herod prepa- 
red himſelf, and went to meet with k<izkias as he 


return'd from the ſpoil of Syria, and-came upon 


him unawares and flew him and his Men. Wherse- 
upon when the King of Syria was certified, he ſent 
a noble Reward unto Herod of Silver, Gold, and 
Precious Stones, by which, and: by like means, he 
became very Famous.
